means which he controlled. 
The 


commander of a broken force of rag- 
ged patriots, half-fed, half-clothed.

seemed hopeless to the worldly wise 
of his time. 


It was not merely the foe he 


faced, but the petty and sordid di- 
divisions of the forces behind Mm 
He was the leader not of a nation, 
but of a group of jealous and bick 


states and of a faint-hearted 


congress. 
Under any ordinary gen- 


eralship, 
his 
grotesquely-equipped 


army would have turned tail and 
scattered within a year. But some- 
how by consummate faith in the 
guiding hand of Providence, by a 
speed of thought and action that out 
witted a vastly superior foe. he won 
out against all human odds. So he 
•will ever be regarded by history as 
one of the world's great military 
commanders. 


It was another test of Washing- 


ton's greatness that he was not 
drawn into the petty political feud 
of his later years. He was bigger 
than any political party, able to see 
beyond and around the ordinary per-

MEAT SHORTAGE 


(By Dr. Gilbert Johnston Poultry 


Expert ana Judge.) 


If you were to buy a small flock 


of chicks say a dozen in February, 
it would be desirable, becau&e you 
would make sure of several points 
in your favor. 
For one you would 


be sure of having an early matur- 
ing pullet so that you would be get- 
ting: eggs in the fall when they begin 
to climb in 
price. 
Second, 
you 


would be able to see early what luck 
you had with them. 
While chicks 


are hardy, and reasonably easy to 
bring up,, they . sometimes have a 
way of dying, if you are neglectful 
of some little 
things. 
Then 
you 


might not raise the full number you 
bought, but having them early, you 
would be able to buy a few more in 
March so as to replenish your stock. 


If you get them past the first three 


or four weeks you can count upon 
their living through. If you have to 
buy a few more in March, these will 
mature that much later 
than the 


others, and this will not be a disad- 
vantage at all, as it will distribute 
the egg yield, and also you will tind 
the early birds will quit laying first 
and thus you 
wiir have a longer 


period in which to consume your 
fowl as you begin to kill them off. 


Another advantage of buying the 


chicks and rearing them from babies 
is that there is sure to be some of 
them that turn out cockrels, and as I 
you will not be allowed to keep any 
roosters1, it will mean that you will 
have to dispose of these as bruilers, 
and you will not mind that. When 
you get the taste of one of your own 
Home grown broiler3 the chances are 
that you will not g > seeking a mar- 
ket at your butchers. 


It is fair to assume a twenty-five j 


per cent loss from y Mir chicks. That 
is if you buy twenty-four chicks at 
least six of them will die natural- 
ly, and nothing can be done about 
it. Ob, yes, some of us chicken men 
who have been at this game all our 
lives can cut down 
that loss some- 


what, but I am not going to promise 
you that. 
I want to prepare you 


for a square deal. 


There is anothr thing you can fig- 


ure on, that of the 75 per cent, of 
chicks that do live, at least one half 
ot them will prove to be cockerels. 
This will mean tnat you will have 
quite a few broilers for the table, 
and also that you will not have pro- 
bably your full 
twelve 
pulleta if 


you intend 
to Keep that 
numbr. 


However it will be quite likely that 
you intend to keep 
that 
number 


ber as you uo nave. Bight or nine 
pullets wll lay a raft of eggs in 
your back yard. 


Should you, however, wish the 


full number you can easily pick up 
during the summer a few more pul~ 
lets of about the same age as those 
jou have raised. 


If you are buying pullets there 


ary or Marcn wjlrj the weather is 
still inclement, 
they 
can be quite 


safely raised in the attic or in the 
cellar. 
You will have either one or j 


the other, as this is not a parlor 
game 
we 
are 
starting, but one 


chiefly for the family with a back 
yard to the home. 


If you are buying pulletts there 


are certain things you will need to 
knjw of course, but I will give that 
at the time, but in a general way I 
may say that it is best to have them 
all of one breed, as near as possible 
of an age, and showing the charac- 
teristic points of 
development for 


their age. In 
bringing 
up young 


chicks, feeding is of the utmost im- 
portance and next warmth. 
I shall 


touch jn these in the next two ar- 
ticles so as to prepare you v/ell in 
advance because it is not wise to 
wait until the 
very 
moment you 


have the chicks before you gel this 
infoimation.

When the Russian Muzhik trades his machine-gun to the Germans for a drink of 


vodka, as many are doing, he comes near typifying the act of his Bolshevik superiors in 
giving up their military power for an intoxicating dream of anarchistic liberty. Like 
them too, he may hit off the transaction with some fine phrase that seems to sanctify 
his murderous bargain.

workers, they release those unhappy workers for transfer to the Western front where they 
may soon be thrown in masses at the Allied guns with far more disastrous results to 
themselves than if they had remained in the quiet trenches of Poland.
